' In an Introductoi-j* paper Frances 
iAprlctoii traced llu? lil.slor.v of llic 
rarly drama and rt:i£v technique cen- 
tury by century. "The drama has dc- 
yoloped from a primitive state Kimul- 
tancously with the race which fos- 
tered It. Thus wa may picture the 
«arliest years of the dnama by ob- 
Ben'ine tht questions of present-day 
»!eml-barliMric races." The drama first 
look the form of a pantominc. A reli- 
gious chant was accompanied by the 
«waylns of the body and the niove- 
»nent of the arms. There was. no in- 
dication of sccner.v, costumes, or pro- 
perties, and yet the spectacle appeal- 
ed to the senses of the primitive au- 
dience. 

Actors wer« Slaves 

The ancient Greeks held sacred 
lestivals In honour of. Dionysus, and 
dances accompcjiied by Impromptu 
Kongs wore performed by a large chorus 
of youth. The Romans, however, did 
jiothing of value to further the de- 
\ clopmeni of the drama. The 'Roman 
audience was not as appreciative or 
ivell trained as the Greeks had been. 
The Roman actors were slaves who 
performed not lor the lova of the 
art, but because of outside pressure. 

In the middle ages drama was ad- 
apted for religious purposes. It soon 
left tlie religious atmosphere and be- 
came crude and simple, but satisfied 
Uie taste of the people. The drama 
reached its peak of jicrfectlon during 
the relpn of Queen Elizabeth and the 
jilays of Shakespeare. Shakespeare 
accomplished beauty of form, as well 
Hs reality in depicting characters; yet 
lie often descended to lower and baser 
levels in ord ..• lu satisfy the appe- 
tite of his audience. 

Hate* Pretenticint 

In speaking on the modern <3rajna 
X)oreen Harvlc-Jellie traced its hif- 
tory from Ibsen to Bernard Shaw. 
"Bernard Shaw is a playwrlte, ap- 
iilled Bt the muddleheadedness of the 
race In hip search for truth he wants 
rian strippPd, of hif prf entions. Per- 
-Jiaps his moKl outstanding onslaught 
is upon the sex morality of Chrleten- 
_dom. 

Contemporary plays receive a great 
(i«-al adverse criticism. However, If 
they aoem to be without llterorj- 
merit, the best of them states the 
thoughts and feelings of a time when 
old forms of art arc changing and the 
life of man is being reflected from 
jiew angles. 

Utters Cosmopolitanism 

In closing, tlie bpeaker Said that 
drama Is bpginning to Hj)i;ak with the 
International, the cobniopolltan mind 
.and soul. There are many prophesies 
of the drama of the future, the best 
©f which is that it will be a synthesis 
«f all arts in a cosmopolitan form.

Through the generosity of W. M. 
Birks. Esq., McGill has another 
scholarship to add to the many al- 
ready at her disposal. This scholar- 
ship which is for classics, is worth 
fire hundred dollars per annum, is 
tenable for four and even five years 
and is open only to British School- 
boys. The award of the scholarship 
will be mad© by a specially selected 
committee of British Headmasters. 
The aim of the scholarship la pri- 
marily to encourage the bringing 
over to Canada of Kome of fhc more 
advanced BrlMnh Public School Boys. 

K win be recalled that during the 
visit to Canada of a party of British 
Headmasters, last fcpring, ways and 
means were discussed of bringing to 
Canada some of the cream of British 
Public School boys. A difficulty en- 
countered in thfse discussions was 
the fact that any boy who dis- 
Ungulshes himself in a British School 
is assured of a unlvBrsity education 
in Oxford, Cambridge, or other 
Brit.lFh univ»rfi^ies. no matter how 
limited his means may be. These 
universities have in their gift « 
large number of scholarships, ten- 
able for four yeaj-B or mork, and of 
much greater value than those of- 
fered by Canadian unlversKIee. 
School Grants 

Furthermore, a winner of one of 
these University prizes Is tliought to 
bring honor to his school, and, If it 
Is known that he needs money; he is 
granted a prize or bursary by his 
school, which Is often equal in value 
to the University prize. The com- 
bined prizes are also supplemented 
by county grants. If this la neces- 
sary. In Britain, in short, a boy wiio 
distinguishes himself In School can. 
if his means are limited, receive ft 
university education gratis. 

It was pointed out by the visiting 
headmasters that If Canadian umI- 
reretllee held out scholarships os nii 
Inducement some of the best public 
school boys could be brought to Can- 
ada for In that cajsc tho supplement- 
ary school and county grants could be 
given to Mio scholarship winners. 
Tho generosity of Mr. Birks now 
makes an cvperiment of tills kind 
possible and the results will be 
watched with groat Interest. Mr. 
Birks' gift is the first tangible result 
of the Headmasters' visit and Mc- 
Gill will be tho /list Canadian uni- 
versity to extend "hands across tho 
sen.". 

British Training 

Canadian universities liavo alwaj-s 
greatly benefited, not only by the 
presence on tlielr staffs of Uriii.sli 
university men, but aluo from hav- 
ing as protosBors (.'onndlaiis who 
have had addltlonl training In 
Britain, — many of them !is Gilchrist 
scholars, and latterly aa UhodcK 
scholars. Besides. British Univer- 
bIIIcs have always thrown open their 
prizes iiiid M.liijlia; hips to Canadian 
htudi.niK.

The origin, veracity, and method of 
study of tho Rlblo were tho topics 
of a led HI T, I lie first of n series 
given yesterday evening in the S.CA. 
Room of Strathcomi. Hall by Profes- 
sor Angus. Fellow of Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge. 
Hall, Cambridge. 

Prof. Angus pointed out that many 
People forgot that tho Bible la a col- 
led Ion nt many books written at vary- 
ing dates and by people differing 
linlh In l.TiiguaBO and In religion. The 
books which worn selected to form tho 
final collect ion wore chosen, he said, 
mostly by Jews for the old testament 
and by Christmas for the new testa- i 
mont. 

Conflicting Views 

The RiieaUcr proceeded to suggest a 
method by whicli tho Bible might Iv: 
most successfully used. The views oC 
both the I'^undamentalisls and the 
Modernists were obviously in error. 
The former maintains that every worrl 
In the Bible is Inspired and Infallible 
and the latter maintains almcst the 
opposite. After pointing out that no 
ood could bo gained by proving the 
infallibility of the Sacred Book, tlic 
Professor m.idc It clear that there 
were many errors in it. Several ex- 
amples from both the Old and New 
Testaments were given to Illustrate 
this point. For instance — Qenbes 1. 
24, 2ti stales that man was formed 
lafil but t;cni.ic.i -, IS, st.ncs that man 
was foi'inod before tlio he.-ist.». 

Prof. -Vngus also called the atten- 
tion of the audience to the varying 
spiritual value of the different books 
of tho Bible. A conspicuous Illustration 
Is the gup between the Old and the 
New Testaments. 

Continuing The Speaker's Thcnis 
-The next question discussed w.i> 
that of the method In which the Bible 
should be approached. The necessary 
requirements, wcro fourfold and wcro 
enumerated as openmlndedness, ex- 
treme reverence, honest intention of 
Intense study, wplrllual guidance. 

Tho speaker next .stated that ilie 
sacred Book, because II Is the classical 
history nt religious evolution, the be.st 
record of man's long search for Clod 
and because It relates how 0<?d re- 
voaleil Ills presence to man through- 
out tho ages, is different from any 
other book. .r ■ i' - 

Professor Angus conclued his ad- 
dress by briefly uutlining an ortlclcnt 
method of Bible study.

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Studeut StoM^aways 

READING or hearing of a stowaway 
usually arouses unpleasant thoughts 
in our minds. At the mention or sight of 
the word the brain conjures up à picture^ 
of an unkempt individual who is trying to 
get somewhere without paying for the 
.iourney. In these days, strict supervision 
of all .<^hip.'=; and trains is doing away with 
the ordinary type of stowaway but there 
is still another type which is becoming in- 
creasingly common with the passage of 
time. This type is now present in colleges 
all over the world. 

The college stowaway adheres in many 
respects to tho principles laid down by his 
predecessors. He differs only in the fact 
that he is willing to pay money while the 
ordinary stowaway is not even willing to 
pay that. He resembles them, however, in 
the fact that he tries to. get by without 
paying the exacting price of a college edu- 
cation. 

Many people think that a college edu- 
cation easily pays for itself after four years 
of easy, .slothful life in a congenial atmos- 
phere. The truth is that all colleges de- 
mand a great price from the students in 
time, mental effort and the omission of 
many jileasant pursuits from the daily 
schedule of the ordinary college student. 
Most undergraduates are willing to pay 
this price because they are interested in 
their studies but the stowaway, while he 
wishes io get through college with credit- 
able standing, refuses to pay what he con- 
siders an exorbitant price. [ 

This refusal has many results. In 
Bome it leads to cheating in examinations 
while in others it leads to the employment 
of a "ghost" to do their work ^^■hile they 
are attending to more congenial matters. 
Often the student stowaway manages to 
get through his year by some method but 
though he may be saving himself much at 
the moment he usually finds that he has 
to pay after graduation when he must use 
the knowledge he was supposed to have 
acquired and finds he has not got it. There 
is, however, a much more immediate price 
^<fehat many of them pay. These usually find 
"^'^at-they have to leave college before they 
expected to, due to a failure to pass certain 
examinations. 

Just as in the case of ships and trains, 
strict supervision is slowly getting rid of 
.stowaways. In many colleges this is tak- 
ing the form of a i-aise in the entrance re^ 
quirements so as to prevent the weaker 
student from entering college. 

It is a notorious fact that the student 
stowaway is never a good student. 

Making Friends 

QRESUMABLY students come to the uni- 
versity to be educated, but during their 
years in college beside listening to their 
eurricular lectures most of them hear vari- 
ous outside .speakers, join clubs and do 
work for any of the campus organizations 
which may interest them. In the bustle of 
activity some students arc likely to forget 
that there are people who are more im- 
portant than themselves and may fail to 
make the close connections with friends 
■\vjhich prove so invaluable in later life. 

It is not ea.sy ^o make friends. There 
are differences of taste, of ideas, lof basical 
doctrines, which the individual is often un- 
\y,illing to submerge for the sake of his 
neighbour. But there is one consolation. 
\Once a devoted friend is made he will re- 
main steadfast and true through any trials 
/and tribulations the friendship may suffei*. 
It has been truly said that "a friend is one 
who knows all about you and likes you 
just the same." 

Too often we mistake people who 
flatter us or agree with our opinions for 
friends. Too often campus celebrities find 
a flock of flatterers, the "yes men" of the 
campus,, who for the .sake of being associ- 
ated v.'ith the popular man agree with all 
his views. These celebi-ities soon tire of

.\sliendpn bad known Driffield on and off for 
thirty ycar.s. He perceives quite rightly that bis 
ronWnlscenccs of the famous writer and bis noto- 
rious flr-st wife would not suit tho typo ot bio- 
graphy they were contemplating.

In the book. She \\aa affsirs with different men a,t 
different times in the manner of .a kitten anuisins 
ILsclf. There l.s absolutely no .«ordidness about lier. 
She prefers to amuso herself and it is not In her 
nature to deny anyone anything In her power. 

' More amusing and showing Jlaugham's skill 
at caricature delineation is tho figuro of Sirs. Bar- 
ton Trafford "she was smaH and slight but ■with 
rather large features which made her head look 
a little too big for her body .... sho gavo you the 
curious Impression of having no bones and you 
felt that it you pinched her chin your fingers 
would meet .... she was s^ald to have been unhap- 
pily married in early life, but now for many years 
had been coneenlally united to Barton Trafford a 
clerk In the Home Office and a well-known .iu- 
ihority on prehistoric man". This Is the patroness 
of letters as Maugham sees her. 

There is no definite plot in the novel 'which 
give.-! Mr. Maugham the advantage of being able 
to survey at length extraneous 3n,attcis in his sar- 
donic manner. This proceduro .-ind bis easy flowing 
style make this' tho most amusing of Maugham's 
recent literary performances.' . • •■

As a Utpinry effort (lie hook coiinnniids nioro 
sympathy. Kin patenlly based on the diary of . .n boy 
who within the last year went through more or leas 
tho exact experiences ot Iho book. It would seem 
to bo tho first formal effort ot the luitlior, but 
hardly bis first cxpcrlcneo In literary expression. 
Tho details aro at all times ■wortliy of 'attention 
and froqucntly nmuRiiig in -what might bo termed 
nn llimllsh way. 'Whiln onn can hardly agree with 
all the cpigrnms and observations on this country, 
ono Is often forced to smila at a turn of phrase. At 
one point Canada is sumed up as "a country 'ivlicro 
.education Is looked upon with amusement, money 
with respect and manual labour as somothltig tliat 
any man do." Again ho voters to a patched shirt 
and bluo overalls as tho uniform ot the Canadian 
peasantry. 

Tho local color is seldom masked by change 
of names. For Instances two liny 13. 0. towns, 
Hammond and Cheinainu.s, are rofcrred to by Just 
thoso names and they aro further described al- 
most oxactly. Tho same is true ot "Vancouver, Vic 
torin, Nanainio, Grouso Mountain, and other places 
well-known to people from tho Coast. ."Wo have 
become used to expect tiuch tmaltorcA ^ exactness 
only in stories ot New York, Paris, and I^ondoh, 
and rightly or M'rongly, wo often feel that there Is 
a cheapness wlien tho methods Is used in other 
connections. McGill University (really .MacDonald 
College) and oven the Sun Lifo aro mentioned in 
this frank way. 

If ono 'is satisfied to regard this volumo as 
merely a reminder that tho West lias not aucU 
open arms as It is sometimes pictured with and 
tliat after nil there Is probably some misrepro 
sentation by the officers in Canada Houso In Lon 
don when soliciting Immigrants, then there Is a fair 
doso of very cntcrtalnifiBfMadinB In tho book.

"ithin five .year?." .Scott demanded 
fret i-olsn In his work, ntid i»ft«r 
much hand>iiiif, n far-slghtcJ com- 
mittee Rave In to him. lie had nil 
the old work pulled down, and start- 
afresh, tislng his own Ideas only. Tho 
Lady Chapel wa^ the' fir.-^l section 
erected, and 'was consecrated in 1910. 
Tho vest has followed, and is by now 
m'ore than half finished. Sufficient 
funds and no unforepccn c.ircum- 
>iiincc» should sc« the Cathedral fin- 
ished by liltO. 

Th* architectural development of 
.Sir Gil*s. can l'>e traced in the var- 
ions seoiions of the Ijuildlnp orected. 
The Lady Chapel not.ice.alily follow,' 
earlier methods of construction, while 
:he more recettt parts indicate a now 
departure In Gothic ' architecture. 
Slavish Imitation of .iccepted OoUilo 
form* is .xbMnt, y«l the whoio has an 
a,<=ji«ct that is anmbtakcalily Cnithlc 
in spirit. The architect Insisted on 
n-.nkin? .all the drawinps and designs 
himseW, and has succeeded in a m«a- 
yuivî beyond belief. 

The Cathedral Is btjiU of a pink 
red sandstone, and following the 
wishes' of Its deslsncr. is of monu- 
mcntaJ simplicity, and appears to 
rise out of the ground. The flylnp 
liuttresse? which ch.%r.votf rised the 
medieval cathedral, arc not prominent 
in the design of the building, while 
ihc plan is a distinct departure from 
aU precedent. The aisles are not 
liped for seating, since the nave is of 
an unusual width. A central h.iU 
provides accomodation for 3000 peo- 
ple, all within hearing distance of 
tilt preacher, while the capacity of 
tiie entire structure will be a congre- 
gation of SOOO. 

The Cathedral Is very democratic 
in character, inasmuch as it has been 
built by subscriptions only, and has 
received many sifts. It belonps to no 
particular sect, welcome* all who 
wish to worship there, and is, in 
fact, • a CathcdraJ of Uverpool. In 
point of size,' Mr. .Turner mention- 
ed that it l! fifth largest in the 
world. "St. Johns the Divine In 
New Tork 1» bigger" **ut we would 
expect that."
